Services Agreement Signed 


The official signing of agreements 
this week between five South Peel 
municinalities and the Ontario Water 
Resources Commission clears the 
way for develonment of a massive 
$88,000,000 water sunply and sewage 
system in the area. 

The signing took nlace in the Peel 
County “Ounci] Chambers at Bramp- 
ton. The schem --- the largest ever 
undertaken by the O.W.R.C., -- will 
supply treated Lake Ontario water to 
the Towns of Mississauga, Streets- 
ville, Port Credit and Brampton, 
and the southern vortion of Chingua- 
cousy Township - and will accept 
sewage from each municipality for 
treatment and disposal. 

Local service will continue to be 
provided to citizens of each muni- 
cipality by their present water and 
sewage authorities. The projects are 
being financed by a Provincial plan 
under which the municioalities will 
nay for service on the basis of 
usage. The O.W.R.C, will own and 
operate the systems on behalf of 
the Province of Ontario. 

The initial source of water supply 
will be the Lakeview Purification 
Plant in Mississauga. Sewage will 
be conducted to two existing sew- 
age treatment clants - at Clarkson 
and Lakeview.
